Rome.—Joan of Arc, who was 
said to have wept over the death 
of English soldiers as she did for 
those of her own command, and 
who was never a warrior at heart, 
may be looked upon today as the 
patroness of Franco-English amity;

gotten, it was thanks to an Eng- 
lish Cardinal that her cause was 
first introduced in the Court of 
Rome. 

When M. Captier, first postula- 
tor of her cause, brought his report 
to Rome, he learned that in order 
to present it, he must first obtain 
the signature of a bishop. Upon 
discovering that Cardinal Manning, 
Archbishop of Westminister, was 
in the city, he made so bold as to 
ask for his signature. The next 
day the document was returned duly 
signed by the English prelate.

Please explain the meaning of 
Pope Leo XIll, who, in his En- 
cyclical Letter, “Arcanum Divi- 
nae,” s: “In like manner, all 
ought to understand clearly 
that, if there be any union of a 
man and a woman among the 
faithful of Christ which is not a 
sacrament, such union has not 
the force and nature of a proper 
marr ; that although con- 
tracted in accordance with the 
laws of the State, it cannot be 


more than a rite or custom in- 
troduced by the civil law.” 


Pope Leo refers to Catholics 


when he speaks of “the faithful | 


of Christ;” they are bound by 
the law of Christ and the law of 
the Church. A rite of the civil 
law would certainly not have 


marriage where Christ has pro- 
nounced that adultery exists— 
as, for example, where a man 
“puts away his wife and ‘mar- 
ries’ another.” Yet the civil law 
in many nations has become ex- 
ceedingly “liberal,” so that it is 
possible for one—as far as the 
State alone is concerned—to put 
away his wife because of mere 
“incompatibility” and “marry” 
another. There is nothing in the 
statement of Pope Leo XIII 
which militates against the mar- 
riages of Protestants, except to 
the extent that such Protestants 
might violate the express law of 
Christ which governs al! Chris- 
tians. Not only are they free to 
celebrate their marriages before 
their own ministers or justices 


of the peace; but Canon 1012 of | 


the Canon Law declares that the 


marriages of Protestants are’ 
sacraments. The marriages of 


non-Christians are not sacra- 
ments; but they are binding for 
the lifetime of the parties to the 
contract.

Second Sunday after Pentecost 


On the Thursday after Trinity 
Sunday, the Church has a feast 
called “ us ”". These 
words mean “The B of 
Christ”, and so at e we know 
this to be a feast in honor of the 
Blessed Sacrament.
